EW YORK, March 12.— 
Production of motor ve- 
hicles in the United States 
and Canada in February made 
a better showing in respect to 
the average output for the 
month in the four years 
immediately preceding 1931 
than was the case in January, 
according to the National 
Automobile Chamber of Com- 
merce estimate of 230,364 
units for last month. 

The output of automobiles 
February averaged 375,837 in 
four-year period, 1927 to 1930, 
clusive. As compared with this, 
production this year was 38 
cent. less. 

In January the output of 178,399 
units, compared with a four-year 
average of 300,154, the 1931 total 
being 40 per cent. below the average 
total. Thus the February showing 
was percentage points closer to 
that of the average than that of 
the preceding month. This is a ten- 
dency that is expected to continue 
through this year, with the Broba- 
bility that in the last six months 
production will exceed the average

ing to an estimate based on actual returns from forty-six 
states and the District of Columbia. 


Two states, and Louis- 


iana, have not yet reported January 
registrations, due to unusual cir- 
cumstances. Georgia is putting into 
effect a new system for gathering 
such statistics and this has resulted 
in some delays, for January and 
Louisiana's delay is reported to be 
due to the change in state admin- 
istrations 

With those two states missing, 
registrations of commercial cars in 
January amounted to 23,710, as com- 
pared with 29,421 for the same 
states in January of last year and 
18,457, in December, 1930. This was 
a decline of 19.5 per cent. from a 
year ago and a gain of 28.5 per cent. 
over the preceding month. 

Allowing for gains in

States, and the thing we watched most among our customers 
and dealers was the number of second-hand trade-in car- 
riages they had on hand. 

“The motor car owner of today is an infant in trading 
ability compared with the horse driver of the past genera- 
tion. I suppose more carriage dealers went broke in loading 
up with too many second-hand carriages with too high an 
allowance than in any other way.” 

All of which goes to prove there is nothing new under 
the sun. The automobile industry was not the first to cateh 
this barber’s itch.

This side of the blot- 
ter was printed in bright red let- 
ters and figures, to attract atten- 
tion. Blotters of small size, 3'5 by 
5'. inches, were selected for this 
purpose, making an especially neat 
announcement card, which could be 
kept on a desk, or slipped inte a 
book, being useful as well as a re- 
minder, which is not the case with 
the usual type of announcement. 
At least 1.000 of these blotters were 
mailed and otherwise distributed 
in the initial “broadcast.” 

Here is a sample offer, made by 
bletter, to the customer for $5: In- 
apection of car, wash car, lubrica- 
tion, refill battery with electrolyte; 
tune motor, spray car for squeaks 
and rattles. Check the following: 
Gear and transmission, distributor 
points, spark plugs, carburetor ad- 
justment, shock absorbers, wheel 
alignment, lights and focus, wind- 
shield cleaner, generator points, tire 
pressure, oil leaks, body bolts, brakes 
and adjust and spring shackles. 

George A. Borschel, service man- 

ager, who has had twelve years’ ex- 
perience in service work, finds the 
j blotters of value in stirring up jobs 
| for the department. 
‘They supplement personal con- 
tact,” he says, “which, of course, is 
the most effective kind of advertis- 
ing. I make frequent calls on cus- 
tumers and am eareful to answer 
their questions with regard te care 
and operation of their car. 

“Building confidence in the car, 
the dealer and the service depart- 
ment’s ability to take care of neces- 
sary repairs is the big thing, 
Pleasing the customer also is im- 
portant. Now and then a _ little 
service stunt that brings good will 
is throwing a wash job, for example, 
in with a general repair job and 
advertising it so that any customers 
needing car repairs may take ad- 
vantage of it.” 

It is not believed here that invit- 
ing wailing customers into the re- 
pair shop to watch the repairmen 
work serves any good purpose, as 
the tendency is for most customers 
to start conversation with the me- 
chanics, this being apt to distract 
attention from the job, perhaps at 
a critical moment. Accordingly, a 
notice is posted in the department, 
politely requesting patrons waiting 
for their cars to retire to the special 
lounge provided for them, or to the 
showroom.

NEW YORK, March 11.—A sharp 


recovery in public buying of 


mew passenger cars took place in| 


the agricultural section of the Mid- 


dle West in January, according 
the complete new ear registration 
statistics now available for six states 
in that district. 

New car sales in the six states 
of Oklahoma, Iowa, Nebraska, Kan- 
South and North Dakota in 
January aggregated 13,830, as com- 
pared with 9,509 in the preceding 
month, an upturn amounting to 45 
per cent. 

The rate of decline from a year 
ago in this section was substantially 
smaller than it was for the country 
as a whole. Registrations in the 
entire country in January were 
around 33 per cent. below the eor- 
responding month of last year, 
while in these states the total of 
13,930 compared with 16,985 in Janu- 
ary of last year, a falling off of only 
18 per cent. 

The snap-back in car sales in this 
section. of the country in January 
was encouraging to the automotive 
industry, which looks to recovery in 
the agricultural states as absolutely 
necessary before the industry may 
enjoy another big production year. 

The January record of Kansas is 
eutstanding among the foregoing 
States. Not onty were new car sales 
in January in this state greater than 
in the preceding month by 117 per 
cent., but they were 68 per cent, 
greater than in the corresponding 
month of last year. This state was

ene of the few states to shew a gain 
in January over a year ago. The 
January tetal was 3,259, as against 
1501 in December and comparing 
with 1,936 in January, 1930. 

It was this gain in Kansas ove 
last year that kept the aggregate 
sales of the six states in the group 
from declining sharply from a year 
ago. 

Iowa was the only state in which 
January sales failed to equal those 
of December, the total in the first 
month of the year in this state 
amounting to 2,679. as against 4.785 
in December, off 44 per cent., and 
comparing with 3,851 in January, 
1930, a decline of 30 per cent. 

New car registrations in Nebraska 
in January amounted to 3,183, as 
against 1,466 in the _ preeeding 
month, an increase of 117 per cent.. 
and comparing with 4,603 in the 
corresponding month of last vear, a 
falling off of 30 per cent 

Retail sales of new cars in Okla- 
homa, which less agricultural 
than the other states in the group, 
amounted to 3,029 in January, as 
against 1,354 in December, a gain 
of 123 per cent., and comparing with 
3,933 in the corresponding month of 
last year, a falling off of 23 per 
cent 

Registrations 
were 1,133, as against 200 in the 
preceding month, a gain of 279 
per cent., and comparing with 1,961 
a year ago, off 42 per cent. With 
the largest increase over Decem- 
ber, South Dakota also had the 
largest decline from a year age.
